principilly fiom hearing the fenti- 
ments of others, and freely deiiver- 
ing their ower, upon all dmbjects 
whatfoever. A dayly inftance this 
ef the liberty of Britons, a blefling injoyed in {uch full 
exient by no other people in the world. This allevi- 
ates the weight of thoie many heavy taxes raifed up- 
on them for above theie forty years 5 which otherwite 
might have been thought an intolerable burthen, tho 
sbfelutely neceflary to keep out popery and arbitrary power. 
Since the prefent and future happineds of mankind de- 
pends upon government and religion, it 1s neceflary that 
all perions fhould entertain right notions 01 thefe two 
things. And thefe notions arc to be acquired only two 
ways, by reading and convertation. The many excellent 
political difcourtes written fince the Revolution concern- 
ing the rights of foveceigns and tubjects, have explained 
the matter of government in a very full and clear man- 
ner. Aad the obligation of taking the oaths, under which 
perioas of all deg ees either were layed, or imagined 
themfelves to be layed, about ten ycars ago, put them up- 
on carefully reading thofe pieces, thac they might {wear 
with judgment, as well as with truth, and with righte- 
oufnefs. : 

Iam fenfible, that it has been fuggefted by fome, that 
much the greater part of thefe perfons, efpecially of the 
female fex, being incapable of rightly informing them- 
felves in this matter, took the oaths implicitly, in obe- 
dience folely to the commands of their fupetiors. But 
this 1 look upon as a falfe and fcandalous reflection, both 


upon thofe who injoined, and upon thofe who took the 


oaths. The former were fuch declared enemies tu all 
implicit blind obedience, that they would never have im- 
poled the belief of two political points, one pofitive, 
and the other negative, upon perfons who were incapable 
ef forming a right judgement concerning them. ‘This 
would have rendered an Abjuration-oath too much like an 
Athanatian creed, confiling of terms that were unintel- 
ligible; and the injunétion of the former might have ben 
juftly looked upon as unreafinable a piece of lay-craft in 
politics, as that of the latter is by tome of prieit-craft 
m religion. Nay there are two circumftances to the ad- 
vantage of the latter cafe, in which a declaration and iub- 
{cription is required only of the clergy; whereas in the

former, the laity, as wel! a3 the clergy, are comprehended, 
and the fubfcription of the belief of both is accompanied 
with the folemnity of an oath. 

But the good people of Great Pritain had too much un- 
Gerftanding and honefty to act in fuch a blind manner, 
as folemniy to repeat words without ideas, and to {wear 
hat they believed in their conciences things of which they 
had a very confufid, ifany notion at all. And 1 have 
been well affured, thit feveral perfors of mean fortune 
and educatior, and fome tven of the female fx, both 
young and old, were very inquifitive in this affair, and 
fatisfied themfelves concerning it, by reading iome of the 
ingenious and Icarned pieces pubdlifhed in defence of the 
oaths, which fully explain the nature of cur conftitution, 
as placed upon a new batis at the Revolution. Aad there- 
tore it has been trequently matter of wonder to me, that 
fome perfons, who pretend to be the greatett friends to 
eurexcellent conftitution, fhould blame this inquisitive 
temper of our people, and cenfure them for meddling 
with matters relating to government ; fince they were 
formerly, and many of them are ftill, obliged either to 
“Wear with their e.es fhur Gike thof who ftrain to {wal- 
‘ow fomething too large for their throats) er elie to in. 
qe-re into the rights of princes ; and confequently, either 
to become formally perjured, or to become politicians. 


To the exact Inquiries made at that general time of 


{wearing I cannot but attribute the foundation of that 
great skill in politics, to which the generality cf perfons 

ave now attained, Whichis fo very extentive, that it is 
amazing to hear them tak with the niceft exactnefs, con- 
cerning the titles and int refts of for ivr pri 1c€S, 32S well 
as of their own, cf the neturel richts and liberties of fub- 
Jets, and of the reciprecs duties of the enc aad of the 





other. But tho’, 1 think, I afcribe the foundation of this 
confummate knowledge to a true caufe; yet I muft own 
the fuperflru€tureis chiefly owing to thofe weckly letters 
and differtations, which furnifh cur Coffee-houfes ftill with 
a frcth fipply of political pieces, and at one and the fame 
place, and time, afford the moft agreeable and ufeful fub- 
ject of fludy and converfation. 

Nor are points of government alone debated and fer 
tled in thefe places of aflembly, but likewife the abftrufeft 
Points of religion are here clearly ¢etermined: which was 
the other thing, mentioned at the beginning of this let- 
ter, concerning which it is neceflary that all perfons should 
have jvft apprehenfions. Several long, laborious, and 
learned books, as well as many fhort, ingenious, and {3- 
tirical pamphle:s, have for forty years been written againft 
prieft-craft ; the knavery of which has been effectually 
expofed in a great variety of ways. Natural religion bas 
been advanced to that juft fuperiority ir ought to have 
above all pretended revelations; the inconfiltency, and 
confequently the falfenefs, of which has been evidently 
demonftrated. The moft eminent of thofe which were 
written a pretty many years ago, are The rights of the 
Chriftian Church, A Difcourfe of free-thinking, and The 
independent Whig. The laft of thefe came out in weekly 
papers ; which, tho’ taken almoft intirely from the firft, 
were recommended to the public by many additional 
ftlrokes of fatire upon the Parfons, and by a ftile and 
manner peculiar to the author, and not to be imitated. So 
happily did he execute his undertaking, that aGentleman, 
towhom he was perfernally unknown, left him by willa 
good eftate, as ajuit reward tor the merit of that performance. 
A remarkable inftance this of the charity and generofity 
of aFree-thinker ; and not to be parallelled by any chari- 
table or generous act of any bigotted High-chureh man 
whatfoever, towards any defender of prieft-craft and arbi- 
trary power. From thefe two books the reveread Mr. 
Bowman, not long fince, made a fhort extract, in which 
he was fo faithful, as to reprefent the fame thoughts in 
almoft the very fame expreflions ; and by an extraordi- 
nary piece of chriftian fortitude preached it as a Vifitation- 
fermon to his fuperftitious brethren’ ; of which the public 
impatiently expects his defence againft fome trifling ob- 
je¢tions which have been made thereto. 

The moft celebrated books againft Revelation, which 
have appeared of later years, are 4 di/courfe of the grounds 
and reasons of the chriftian religion, and Ch iftianity as old as 
the creation. The former of thefe was generally thought to 
be written by the author of the difcour/e of free thinking : 
againft whom it has been objeGed, that tho’ this di/our/e 
was fully anfwered by PutLeLteurnHenus Lipsiensis, and 
the ignorance of the writer expofed to all the world, in 
fo much that he was frequently called the idigt evangeli/t, 
yet he neither defended, nor retracted that difcour/e , one 
of which he cught to hive done, before he pr.fumed to 
publith another difcourfe in purfusnce of the fame fub- 
ject ——To this it may be aniwered, that as no name was 
pat to either of the di/courses, it is not certain, that both 
were written by one and the dame perfon? but that if they 
were, the profecution of the fime fubje&, in the Larter, 
may juftly belooked upon as adetence of the former in tie 
main ; tho’ the author have negle¢ted to vindicate himiielt 
from fome {mall miftakes in tranflating a tew Latin or 
Greek paflages, which an 1!l-natured Pedant may have dii- 
covered, 

But the laft, and moft glorious book of all, is Chriftia- 
nity as old as the creation; the ftrength and force of which 
is p'ain!y manifefted by the many fruitle/s endeavours of its 
adverfaries to anfwer it. And it is one great objeCtion 
againft the an/wers to this, as well as againtt thofe ro the 
fore-mentioned books, that they are almoft el! of them 
written by perfons prejudiced in favour of Revelation, 
and obliged by their profeffion and intereft to fupport and 
Maintain it, becaufe it {upports and maintains them. Sirs, 
ye know, that by this craft they have their wealsh, is an 
unaniwerable reply to all! thofe pretended auj/ivers ; and 
{ufficient, I hope, to keep the honeft laity trom rcad ng, 
or at leaft from regarding them, To fuch | woud re- 
commend a conftant and caretul perufa! of thofe admi- 
rable ob/ervations concerning religion and government, 
extra¢ted chiefly from the books of which I have been 
freaking, and publifhed weekly in the Free Briten and 
London ‘fournal, With thefe, as with the rays of the 
fun united in a burning-giafs, they may kindle fuch a 
flave, as mav both inlighten and warm theméelves, and 
ot the {ime time dazle and fcorch their adverfaries. This 
will certainly be the confequence, it Mr, Osboxne per- 
form the promile which he very lately made, to fet

Hague, Aug.29. N.S. It is confirmed, that the Molt 
Chriftian King has written to the duke of Lorrain, ex 
horting him not to be longer abient fiom his Dutchy 5 
which gives his Royal Hig'nefs a great deal of uncati- 
ne{s. One of the fec.ct articles of the treaty be- 
tween the Emperor, the Czarina of Muicovy, and the 
King of Denmark, relates to the Duke of Helftein’s fuc- 
ceflion to the threne otf Sweden ; which is confittent 
with the law made by the ftates of that kingdom, when 
they abolifhed the monarchy and hereditary mght, where- 
in they declare, that they will always have regard to the
